What to do with the. Negro -was an- 
awcrcd yesterday by the Negroes th-m 
selves, when a committee of Negroes 
met with • committee of the Chicago 
Heal Estate Board. As a result, a com- 
mittee of two whites and two Negroes 
will thrash out the problem, 

George H. Jackson, a wealthy Negro 
real estate man, promised the co-opera- 
tion of the Negro citizens and declared 
they were* anxious tor-agreement. 
Want to be "by Themselves 

"We are anxious to 'conflne ourselves 
In our own' community life, social af- 
fairs and business. - *' he said. "Wo do 
not want to live in the same block with 
white people if we can help it be- 
cause it i» not conducive to our hap- 
piness. But we want to live in decent 
homes, decent neighborhoods, with 
good schools, good churches, and on. 
lines of good transportation. 

"If the white property owners and 
white real estate agents will turn over 
to Negroes the buildings in the black 
belt now beiog used by white people 
t lien we'll be only too glad to turn 
over our holdings In the white resi- 
dential dlatriete. "

Eugene M anna, Negro real cstute 
dealer, suggested that a committee of 
white and Negro men. be appointed to 
study- out the situation and develop a 
plan .whereby one section of the city 
be given exclusively to Colored people.

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A MENACE IN THE SOUTHS DISLOYALTY CHARGE 

One of the most subtile and perhaps the most daring attack 
ever made upon a race of people, is the attempt of certain Southern- 
ers to spread a report that Negroes were being persuaded to prove 
disloyal to this country in the case of war with Germany. 

To offset this absurd and infamous accusation, it behooves 
every Negro man and woman to show hy their every word\and 
action that the report is a base and premeditated lie. Negroes 
have ever shown their true worth to the country in time of war, 
and will continue to do so regardless of the machinations of de- 
signing Negro hating Southerners whose sole purpose is to discredit 
the race at a time when America needs the whole-hearted support 
of every citizen, no matter how iowly he may Be. 
L Everyone knows that the charge that Negroes can be induced 
ur.ioin in a rebellion against this eountry, is hardly worth conside- 
ration: it ts absurd and extremely false.. But the danger does not 
lie in whether the charge is true or false, it lies in the possibility of 
the Southerners being able to impress the country that there is 
some truth in it. If this impression can be made, the Southern 
States will be allowed a free hand, (under the clause "Military 
Necessity") to "place the Negroes of the South under quasi -martial 
law. Under sqeh regulation, the free movement and free gather- 
ing of colored people would be restrained, and every form of vio- 
lence and oppression would be excused as being justified. The 
South would see a revival of the Ku Klux K.Ian, and as long as the 
war lasted, and perhaps for many years after, the Negro would-be 
held' in a. virtual state of slavery. 

Southern members of Congress. have all along opposed a uni- 
versal training law, because no such law could be framed that 
exclude the Negro as a man and citizen. Therefore, if this cert din 
Southern element carr-convince the country that the Negro ia dis- 
loval to the flag or even throw doubt upon his loyalty, they will be 
able to exclude' him from universal training, and the right as a citi- 
zen to bear arms; the migration from the South will be stopped by 
force, and there will be a general restriction of civil rights all along 
the line. 

The whole thing is *ne of the most cowardly attacks ever made 
upon a race; especially wjien history records that the men of, that 
race .have shed their life's blood for America in every war that this 
country has ever known.

This lesson probably occurred at 
the Foist ■ of the Tabernacle In Octo- 
ber, A. D. 2ft. The place was Jeru- 
salem, perhaps In or near tbe temple. 
Facta, pictures and Illustrations re- 
garding es stem shepherd life can be 
used, effectively In'tencblng the lesson. 
The true teacher must Impart, develop 
and protect, Jesus does all of these 
things.

I. Jesus, tha Door (vr. 1-9] 
one who tries to get access to tha 
sheep, sny other way than through 

j Jesus tbe door la a thief and a rob- 
ber (v. 1). A door Is an Invitation to

It Is the proper 
entrance. To go In through any other 

! way arouses suspicion. If Is also a

E) that never fall (Rev. 7^16-lT), Tha 
world's richest pasture. lands are bleak 
and barren wildernesses In comparison 
with this. Christ Is the door to other 
things not mentioned In this lesson

Shepherd (!) be has cour- 
age (v: 12). leaps was not only will- 
ing, but actually did give bis life for 
the sheep. Re had love for all of tbe 
sheep, and was 1 wilting to seek the lost 
(Matt 18:12). -He also had confr. 
dence, due to his knowledge of God (v. 
14). .This Is not audacity but quiet 
confidence due /to experience. Ha 
knows the proper pastures. He knows 
where to find water for. the sheep. He 
knows the dangers and pi (falls .along 
tha pathway. Be knows how to di- 
rect our efforts. Sunday school teach- 
ers. who are following In the steps of 
the master, and who perform the sets 
of a good, shepherd, must pay the 
price of knowledge. (2) Jesus bad 
character (v. IB). Be was right In. 
the slghf of God, but In order to be 
right In the sight of Ood he must also 
be right In the sight of men. (M ex- 
pects results. The church expects re- 
sults from us. The parents who trust 
their children to our teaching expect 
results. A sbeep does not live for It- 
self. It live* for others. Unless It 
produces wool, - and Is good for meat, 
it has existed lit vain; so Ood, man 
and tbe church expect of ua, aa under- 

Sepherds, that we shall produce fe- 
lts. This we do not have to do In 
our own strength. for any of us may 
have the life, which la "abiimhint" and 
^exceeding" and "beyond measure"
